Third of outlets selling 


A THIRD of shops, pubs and 
restaurants surveyed by trading 
standards officers in Sandwell 
were found to be selling fake 
alcohol, it has been revealed. 

The survey revealed the high 
level of fake and illegal alcohol on 
sale in the borough which could 
lead to blindness or even serious 
illness. 

The survey revealed 32 per 
cent of 74 shops, pubs and 


restaurants visited were selling 
fake booze on which duty had not 
been paid. It is estimated that 
there has been a loss in revenue 
of more than £30,000. 

The survey was carried out as 
part of a borough crackdown on 
crime. Trading standards officers 
worked with revenue and 
customs, police and the Interna¬ 
tional Federation of Spirits Pro¬ 
ducers and thousands of pounds 


fake booze 

worth of illegal alcohol were 
seized. Investigations are contin¬ 
uing with court action likely to be 
taken against many traders. 

The council has warned some 
fake products pose a major 
health risk. Reports have found 
that some spirits have excessive 
level of methanol which can 
cause nausea, vomiting and in 
extreme cases, blindness, poison¬ 
ing or even death. 


A GETAWAY driver who killed a Smethwick motorist and hurt two 
other people hurtling through a red light at 50 mph while fleeing from 
a bungled raid on a Sandwell store is to be sued for damages despite 
being an uninsured motorist. 

Robert Maxfield, who had committed 71 offences over the previous 11 years 
and was on licence from prison at the time of the horror smash, is now serving 
at least four and a half years behind bars but will only be considered for release 
when he is no longer regarded as a danger to the public after being jailed indef¬ 
initely at Wolverhampton Crown Court earlier this week. 


The 33-year-old from Ernest Road, 
Dudley, was at the wheel of a Subaru 
Impreza that careered across the junction 
of Churchbridge Road and Park Street, 
Oldbury, into a Fiat Punto, fatally injuring 
driver Tauseef Shaukat, of Smethwick, who 
was to marry on his 25th birthday 48 hours 
later. Two passengers in the victim’s car 
were also hurt, one seriously. 

One of those men, 44-year-old Harbhajan 
Singh, from Smethwick, has launched a 
civil action against Maxfield, who was not 
insured because he was disqualified from 
driving when the crash happened in the 
early hours of June 13. 

Mr Singh suffered a fractured neck and 
four months later is still wearing a brace 
and unable to work. 

He said: “What happened that night is 
still a blur. It has been very hard to cope 
with what happened and the aftermath of 
the collision.” 

His solicitor Hilary Wetherell added: 
“Whilst nothing will turn the clock back for 
Harbhajan who not only suffered the tragic 
loss of a close friend but was also left with 
serious injuries himself, it is important, 
now that criminal proceedings are con¬ 
cluded, that we pursue civil proceedings. 

Specialist 

“This will hopefully provide him with the 
means to ensure that he can access appro¬ 
priate care and any specialist rehabilita¬ 
tion that he may need as a result of the 
horrific injuries he sustained. 

“Additionally, since he has been left 
unable to work since the accident, it was 
provide some degree of financial security. 

“In situations such as this, where the 
defendant driver was not insured, the 
Motor Insurers Bureau, which is a fund set 
up by the motor insurance industry, is able 
to provide compensation to the innocent 
victims of road traffic collisions. 

“We will now be working with the MIB’s 
solicitors to hopefully agree a settlement 
which will provide financial recompense for 
Harbhajan’s injuries.” 

Maxfield was escaping with two 
teenagers who minutes earlier had broken 
into the Co-op shop in Brandhall while he

waited outside in the high powered vehicle 
that was on false plates and had been 
bought days earlier by a man using a bogus 
name. 

The two hooded raiders forced the roller 
shutters open with a crow bar and shat¬ 
tered a glass door to get inside where they 
activated a security device that filled the 
premises with smoke forcing them to flee to 
the get away car without stealing anything, 
prosecutor Miss Joanne Barker told the 
court. 

The Impreza tore through a red light on 
Wolverhampton New Road as it sped 
towards Dudley before veering off on to 
Churchbridge Road, where it crashed into 
Mr Shukat’s car after going through 
another red light. 

Judge John Warner, who jailed Maxfield 
and banned him from driving for seven 
years, said: “This was a quite deliberate act 
with dreadful consequences. 

“You are prepared to do what ever is nec¬ 
essary to get away from a crime if you are 
behind the wheel of a vehicle. You will only 
be released from prison when you are no 
longer considered to be a risk to the public.” 


Speedway 
cycle club 
looks back 
on right track 

THE future of a long-standing 
Sandwell speedway cycle club is 
looking bright after supporters flocked 
to a crisis meeting. 

Sandwell Lions Speedway Cycle Club, 
which boasts 41 members, revealed a series 
of problems were bringing the group to its 
knees. 

But more than 20 people turned out to 
the meeting on Sunday where club leaders 
decided while the group was unsustainable 
for the premier league it would continue to 
carry on in the Midlands. 

The club, based at its track on the site of 
The Brades Lodge special school, Lower 
City Road, Tividale, now also boasts a 
second generator which will help light the 
track allowing evening training to com¬ 
mence. 

Club secretary Brian Buck, aged 71, said: 
“We have a lot of members but it is all about 
their commitment and support to enable us 
to keep on going. 

“The meeting exceeded my expectations 
and things are now starting to finally look 
up for us. We also have a very good relation¬ 
ship with the school, which has been kind in 
letting us have a key to gain access to the 
site. 

“It will take time but we are going to con¬ 
tinue and with the two generators in place 
we hope this is the start of many improve¬ 
ments to bring the club back to its best.” 

Sandwell Lions, founded in 1958, was 
recently plunged into darkness because of 
the 30-year-old wiring; which to replace 
would set them back in the region of 
£ 20 , 000 . 

For the past few months the club has 
been operating on a single generator but 
were left unable to light the clubhouse or 
use the flood lights at the ground. 

Haulier to have 
licence revoked 

A WEDNESBURY haulage company, 
which employs seven staff, has had its oper¬ 
ating licence removed after it was found to 
have failed to keep its vehicles in a service¬ 
able condition and breached driving rules. 

Deep Transport, Leabrook Road, has 
been told by the transport commissioner 
that its operating licence will be revoked as 
of November 30. The company said it 
intended to appeal the decision. 

A public inquiry was held into the operat¬ 
ing practices of the company after a main¬ 
tenance inspection by vehicle examiner 
Andrew Male in October 2010. 

He found that one vehicle had a badly 
worn tyre and, when he visited again on 
November 2, he found that a trailer had 
defects in its valves and brakes. 

The public inquiry also heard from traffic 
examiner Robert Lees, who told the hearing 
that there were a number of breaches in the 
tachographs which he had inspected. The 
firm’s transport manager Alan Caffey said: 
“We do not feel the report is fair.” 
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Heart attack may have led to fall tragedy 


A LAUNDRY worker was killed 
after he fell into the road before 
being hit by a bus, an inquest has 
heard. 

Alan Griffin may have been suffering 
with heart problems which caused him 
to collapse, according to a medical expert 
last week. 

Mr Griffin, aged 53, from West 
Bromwich, collapsed into the road just 
yards from his home, the inquest at 
Smethwick Council House was told. He 


was was on his way home from Sunlight 
Laundry Services on Crankhall Lane. 

The accident happened on June 14, at 
around 1.25pm. 

His wife of 27 years, Linda, who had 
seen him for the last time leaving for 
work that morning at 5.30am, told the 
inquest he usually walked to his Jayne 
Close home along the Walsall Road. 

Tipton bus driver Colin Wilde told the 
inquest: “As I came to the top, and up to 
him, I was about a few feet away when 
he fell straight in front of the bus.” 


The inquest heard that Mr Wilde tried 
to swerve out of the way, but he did not 
have enough time. He pulled the bus 
over and the emergency services were 
called. 

Mr Griffin was airlifted to the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital, but later died. Colli¬ 
sion investigator Police Sgt Richard 
Breeze told the hearing that the damage 
to the bus was only in the near side 
corner and very low down. 

He said: “The pedestrian was either 
lying in the carriageway or in the process 


of falling into it when the collision 
occurred.” 

Pathologist Dr Martin Carey wrote in 
a statement to the court that Mr Griffin 
died from multiple injuries. He also said 
that Mr Griffin had a very enlarged 
heart. 

He said in the statement: “It is possi¬ 
ble his collapse was due to a cardiac 
event.”

Balmain recorded a verdict of accidental 
death.

Two women in 70s 
targeted by robber 


ELDERLY women have been 
targeted in two separate robberies 
in Sandwell which are being 
linked by detectives. 

In both cases the victims, aged 72 
and 76, were both approached by a 
lone male before being robbed. 

An investigation has been launched. 

The first happened at 5pm on 
October 1 in Enfield Road, Rowley 
Regis, where a 72-year-old woman was 
targeted. 

The victim, who was using a mobil¬ 
ity scooter at the time of the attack, 
was approached by a man who told her 
that there was a missing child in the 
area. 

When she responded, the man then 
leaned forward and snatched the gold 
chains from around her neck. 

After a brief struggle he ran off 
towards Bell End. 

The second attack happened a few 
days later in nearby Lawrence Lane, 
Cradley Heath. 

A 76-year-old woman had just 
visited the fish and chip shop, at 


around 12.30pm on October 5, when a 
man asked her for the time. 

As the victim has moved to check 
her watch the man then grabbed the 
woman’s gold chains from around her 
neck. 

Dc Craig Harris, from Sandwell 
CID, said: “From the information 
given by the victims and witnesses 
who have already come forward, we 
believe these two offences are linked. 

“Thankfully neither lady was 
injured as a result of the robberies, 
however, we are concerned that the 
offender has targeted people who may 
have been perceived to be vulnerable. 

Wearing 

The thief is described as a black 
man, around 6ft, of thin build, with a 
shaved or bald head and softly spoken. 

He was aged between 20 and 30 
years, and wearing mainly dark cloth¬ 
ing.

Proposals to transform the site in 
Clarkes Lane were set to be approved 
by Sandwell’s planning committee last 
week, but committee members have 
opted to visit the site ahead of the next 
meeting before making a decision.

Baggies’ 
fans face 
losing out 
on parking 

WEST Bromwich Albion fans 
will be left wondering where to 
park when controversial new 
restrictions are introduced near 
The Hawthorns, it has been 
claimed. 

Double red lines will ban cars from 
stopping and parking on roads 
between junctions one and two of the 
M5, linking Oldbury and West 
Bromwich, under £861,000 proposals. 

The move will include Kenrick Way, 
where supporters have crammed on to 
verges for years for Baggies’ games. 

Council chiefs said they will create 
lay-bys for fans there. 

But John Homer, chairman of the 
supporters’club, said: “If there are 700 
people who park on the verges, logic 
dictates there probably will not be 
enough lay-bys for all of them. 

“The council will have to think care¬ 
fully to make sure most of the people 
who used to park there can continue to 
do so.” 

Councillor Derek Rowley, the 
authority’s cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, said: “This is the 
final piece in Sandwell’s red route 
plans. 

Consult 

“The plans will improve transport 
links for anyone travelling in the trian¬ 
gle between the M5 and the M6, and 
attract business to the area. 

“We know Albion fans park on that 
part of Kenrick Way so we will be 
making provision for some of them 
with lay-bys.” 

He added that the football club 
would be consulted on the move. 

The red route would run from junc¬ 
tion two for Oldbury, down to Oldbury 
Ringway and Sandwell Council House, 
in Freeth Street. Restrictions would 
then continue past Sandwell and 
Dudley rail station to the Kelvin Way 
island in West Bromwich. 

Two spurs would then link up exist¬ 
ing red routes with the latest raft of 
traffic control measures. 

The first would be along Trinity Way, 
which will join up with the existing red 
route along the A41 Expressway. 

The second spur would be along 
Kenrick Way and link junction one of 
the M5 with another existing red route 
on a stretch of the A457 between 
Smethwick and Oldbury. 

Consultation will begin at the end of 
this month, with a decision in January.

Members of the 
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Family to sue over Turkish death crash

THE family of a Smethwick father 
and daughter killed in a smash while on 
holiday is launching civil proceedings. 

Father-of-two Jonothan Pearce, aged 38 
and his eight-year-old daughter Charley, of 
Primrose Hill, were killed when the Jeep 
they were travelling in crashed into a sta¬ 
tionary tractor with a trailer of bricks in 
Turkey on August 18, 2008. 

Mr Pearce’s wife Joanne and his brother 
Stephen Pearce, who was on holiday with the 
family, are taking action against the driver of 
the Jeep in Turkey and the agency which ran 
the safari trip they were on. 

They were part of a convoy which was 
heading to a nearby beach. At the inquest 
into the death of the pair, witnesses said how 
the Jeeps travelling ahead managed to pass 
the parked tractor and trailer with ease. 

Jasmail Dhillon from Middlesex, who was 
another passenger in the Jeep, told the 
inquest: “Our driver didn’t seem to see the 
hazard and left it to the last minute.” 

The inquest heard last week the driver 
swerved to miss the trailer but hit it causing 
both father and daughter to be thrown from 


the vehicle. They suffered fatal injuries. The 
Jeep driver, Aban Tuncer, told Turkish offi¬ 
cials he had been distracted by two German 
tourists at the side of the road. 

A Turkish court jailed Tuncer this Febru¬ 
ary for three years but at appeal it was 
reduced to two years and six months. The 
tractor driver Raif Gnay was jailed for one 
year and eight months and his sentence was 
postponed on parole. 

The two German tourists were also prose¬ 
cuted. Erger Maier was sentenced to one year 
and eight months, and the jail term was post¬ 
poned on parole, while his wife Anette Maier 
was acquitted of all charges. 

Shocked 

Mrs Pearce said she was disappointed with 
the length of the driver’s sentence. 

She said: “I was shocked that he only got 
the three years, I know nothing will bring Jon 
and Charley back, but it didn’t seem right. I 
know he didn’t deliberately do it, but a car is 
a weapon. 

“The inquest brought it all back to us, to 
everyone else it was just words, but we were 
there. I saw my daughter dead and tried to 


save Jon. Having the inquest does bring us 
some closure, and we can in some ways look 
forward. 

“Since Jon’s death, we lost the florist busi¬ 
ness in Smethwick, so I have had to have a 
complete career change, and my daughter 
Georgia has lost her dad, a man that was 
going to provide for her whilst she was 
growing up, but of course I will do that now. 

“The civil case in Turkey is automatic for 
the next of kin, and it could take as long as 
five years. I just hope what has happened to 
us will raise awareness. 

“If I knew how many deaths were caused 
by these Jeep trips I never would have taken 
my family on one. It is just what you do when 
you are on holiday isn’t it? We didn’t know.” 

The Jeep, which was designed for five pas¬ 
sengers, had 11 people in it. 

Black Country Coroner Robin Balmain 
said: “It seems to me this vehicle was being 
driven too fast in the circumstances without 
good reason. The driver seemingly failed to 
overtake a parked vehicle which was clearly 
visible.” 

He said Jonothan and Charley Pearce died 
as a result of a road traffic collision. 


Approval for 
wedding hall 
to bring jobs 

MORE than 30 jobs will be created 
after retrospective plans for a 400- 
seater wedding hall in Smethwick 
were approved by planners. 

Owner Raj Singh spent £500,000 
converting the former Eurox Career- 
wear, Rolfe Street, into a wedding hall 
and conference suite called Jewels. 

Sandwell planners had been recom¬ 
mended last week to refuse permis¬ 
sion, but in a U-turn, members of the 
planning committee approved the 
scheme with conditions. 

Mr Singh had transformed the 
former derelict industrial premises, to 
include sound-proofing, decorations, 
and new furniture after winning plan¬ 
ning permission for the conference 
suite in December. 

However, planning chiefs said per¬ 
mission was only granted for confer¬ 
encing and recommended the request 
to keep the wedding hall side of the 
business, which will employ 30 people 
at peak periods, be turned down. 

The move has also incorporated the 
former Tile Clearance Centre also on 
Rolfe Street. This has been turned into 
a 35-space indoor car park, adding to 
46 spaces outside the conference suite. 

The development won temporary 
permission for three years for a confer¬ 
ence hall despite the area being desig¬ 
nated for housing. Planning officer 
Christine Phillips recommended retro¬ 
spective plans be rejected. 

Nearby businesses objected, with 
one suggesting traffic problems would 
increase with up to 750 people attend¬ 
ing events. Another said traders’ 
current parking would worsen. 

However, the committee approved a 
three-year temporary approval. 
Members said many wedding guests 
would be likely to arrive by coach and 
would be unlikely to cause major traffic 
problems. 


Services pledge as 
more cuts are made 


COUNCIL bosses in Sandwell have moved to re-assure residents as 
two further services fell victim to cost cutting. The budget for adult 
social care in the borough has already been cut by £1.06m for 2011-12. 

Now there are proposals to cut the Supporting People Programme to reduce 
the budget by a further £2.86m until 2015. The scheme supports vulnerable 
individuals such as homeless people and elderly people in areas such as filling 
in forms, keeping their homes safe or making sure their bills are paid on time. 

It is estimated the cut will mean up to 60 bed spaces are lost for vulnerable 
homeless people and support for up to 600 people could go at any one time. 

Dr Ann Jaron, Sandwell’s cabinet member for adult social care, said the cuts 
were being forced upon them by national Government and said they were 

-“savage”. 

But she said the service would 
retain the majority of supported 
housing serving young people and 
young families at risk, people with 
mental health problems and ex¬ 
offenders plus a limited amount of 
community-based support for those in 
crisis. 

Meanwhile, a team aimed at target¬ 
ing truanting pupils has already been 
cut in a bid to save £26,000 a year. 

It was previously made up of a 
council officer and a police officer. 

Cabinet member for children’s serv¬ 
ices Councillor Bob Badham said: “The 
truancy watch team was originally an 
education welfare officer and a police 
officer. 

“The grant funding for the police 
officer came to an end in September 
2010 and we then had a police officer 
seconded part-time but lost her in Feb¬ 
ruary this year.” 

He added: “We work closely with the 
police in Sandwell, who have an initia¬ 
tive over this issue, and we pass on any 
information we have to them.” 

The council has to save £75 million 
by 2015 to meet Government targets. 


GCSE triumph 
in the borough 

RISING numbers of teenagers 
across Sandwell are scoring five good 
GCSEs, official figures released today 
show. But A-level results in the 
borough were worse this year, com¬ 
pared to last year. 

In Sandwell, 83 per cent of young¬ 
sters scored five A*-C grades at GCSE 
- up from last year which was 74.9 per 
cent in 2009/10. A-level results in 
Sandwell show 81.5 per cent gained 
two or more passes at A-level, a drop 
from last year when the figure was 
83.4 per cent. 

Nationally, around one in eight 
teenagers scored at least three A* or A 
grades at A-level. Almost six in 10 
youngsters — 58.3 per cent - across the 
country achieved five C grades or 
higher at GCSE, including the two core 
subjects, this summer, according to 
statistics published by the Depart¬ 
ment for Education. 


Group gets £800,000 help for homes 


A £20 million housing development 
which will transform part of West 
Bromwich has been given a funding 
boost of almost £800,000. It is planned 
for the corner of Bull Street and High 
Street in the town. 

Accord Housing Association has 
secured £765,000 from the Homes and 


Communities Agency through its 
affordable homes programme. 

Building work is expected to start at 
the five-acre site at the Eastern 
Gateway development in January. 

There will be 69 homes for rent and 
sale. The homes, which will include a 
range of family houses and apart¬ 


ments, will be build by Mansell Mid¬ 
lands and the scheme is expected to be 
completed by February 2014. 

Accord group director of regeneration 
Alan Yates said: “This is a significant 
element of the regeneration of West 
Bromwich town centre and will create 
high quality affordable housing.”

A CAMPAIGN has 
been launched to save an 
historic gauging station 
in Tipton which is under 
threat from developers. 

Tipton Community 
Association along with 
representatives for the 
Dudley Canal Trust are 
calling on residents to 
object to plans to build 
housing on the site of the 
Tipton boat gauging 
station on Factory Road. 

Developers Stoford 
Living has asked for a 
renewal of planning per¬ 
mission for the erection 
of 35 one and two-bed 
apartments and the con¬ 
version of the Grade II 
listed boat gauging 
house into four 
dwellings. 

Planning permission 
was first granted in 2007 
but no work was done 
and it has now expired. 

In 2007 a host of 
organisations including 
both Tipton Community 
Association and Dudley 
Canal Trust fought to 
prevent the conversion of 
the gauging station. 

At that time, the trust 
was prepared to invest 
£100,000 in bringing the 
docks back into use. 

This was prevented by 
the developers’ plans to 
build on the entrance to 
the basin, rendering the 
docks useless. 

Since then the Factory 
Locks conservation area 
has been increased to 
include the land sur¬ 
rounding the gauging 
station. 


Dust cloud 
at Chance 
is blamed 
for delay 

DUST spilling across the 
Chance Brothers’ glassworks 
factory in Smethwick from a skip 
yard on the same site is holding up 
restoration work, it has been 
claimed. 

The Grade Il-listed building’s co¬ 
owner Anthony Copeland says stone¬ 
masons working on arches downed 
tools before a board, measuring 40ft by 
12ft, was put up to shield their work. 

Now Sandwell Council has inter¬ 
vened, calling on skip yard owners, 
London-based A&J Holdings, to tackle 
the problem in the next four weeks. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the authority’s 
regeneration chief, said: “A planning 
application was granted in March 2011 
for a household skip hire business for a 
temporary period of five years. 

Causing 

“Following complaints from Mr 
Copeland, the council’s conservation 
officer visited the site with the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency to resolve the issues of 
dust. 

“The owner of the skip hire business 
now needs to cut the dust problem, and 
we’ve asked him to cover up bricks and 
rubble on the site and use water spray¬ 
ing to damp it down. 

“The owner has been given four 
weeks to cut down the dust problem to 
a level we are happy with.” 

Mr Copeland said: “My understand¬ 
ing is that there is a process of sorting 
that is causing dust particles to be sent 
into the air. Some of that dust has 
caused two of my staff respiratory 
problems. 

“The stonemasons working on 
arches said they would not continue to 
work until the site was enclosed. We 
hope we can resolve this so we have the 
arches finished by spring.” 

Mr Copeland had hoped to trans¬ 
form the old glassworks into a 200-bed 
hotel but works have been put on ice. 

The factory’s co-owners A&J Hold¬ 
ings had hoped to create an Asian 
wedding venue but that also stalled. 

The firm then put its share to use as 
a 200-lorry skip yard. No-one at A&J 
Holdings was available for comment. 

Police seized 
20 vehicles 

FIVE people were arrested and 20 
vehicles seized during a police crack¬ 
down in Smethwick. Two people were 
arrested and charged for driving while 
disqualified as part of the operation. 

A 49-year-old man was released on 
bail to attend court. A 28-year-old man 
was charged with possession of a class 
B drug and was remanded in custody 
The vehicles were seized using auto¬ 
matic number plate recognition tech¬ 
nology in Grove Lane in the town on 
Friday. All 20 were being driven 
without insurance. A further eight 
drivers were given fines for a range of 
offences including using a mobile 
phone, no seatbelt and no MOT. 

Warnings were also given for illegal 
window tints and registration plates. 

Sgt Gary Evans, from Smethwick 
police, said: “We have had a very suc¬ 
cessful operation, with a variety of 
offences detected. We are committed to 
ensuring that all vehicles on the road 
are driven safely and legally.”

The building, which dates back to 
1874, hopes to attract big name acts. 

Backing has been given for the 
High Street venue to host a season of 
top entertainment events in part¬ 
nership with Wolverhampton City 
Council and its Civic Halls team. 

The council has signed off on pro¬ 
posals to charge a fee of £465 per 
show and to allocate the former 
library support office for the provi¬ 
sion of a bar facility. 

It follows the success of two pilot 
comedy shows at the venue last 
October and November. 


A DOUBLE bill of drama will be 
held at a West Bromwich arts 
centre as part of an autumn Art of 
Noise programme. 

The Public will host the event on 
Friday, November 4. 

The evening of entertainment at 
the New Street venue begins with 
Astronaut, a short performance by 
Bristol theatre company Sleep- 
dogs.

Police patrols cut 
crime in the park

PATROLS have been stepped up 
at a Bearwood park to stamp out 
robberies and other anti-social 
behaviour. 

Police have been patrolling Light- 
woods Park every evening since the 
summer. 

New figures show it is having a positive 
impact with the number of recorded rob¬ 
beries in and around the park down from 25 
in 2008 to only six in the same period this 
year. 

Sergeant Paul Shannaghan said officers 
had carried out patrols along the Bearwood 
Road and they had increased their presence 
at school leaving times to deter anti-social 
behaviour and shop thefts. 

Patrols have been increased around 
Lightwoods Park when officers are on late 
shifts, meaning that an officer or a police 
community support officer will be 
patrolling the park during the late after¬ 


noon and evening to deter robbers and 
other criminals. 

Sandwell police are also continuing 
Operation Justice, which aims to target 
known offenders in the hope of reducing 
robbery and burglary offences in the area. 

Lightwoods Park had been made an 
Operation Justice hotspot due to the 
number of robberies there. 

Sgt Shannaghan said: “We have 
increased visibility in the times of crime 
and we have had a decrease (in crime).” 

Reassurance 

Figures for recorded robberies between 
April and September show in 2008 there 
were 25, there were 18 in 2009, 17 in 2010 
and, this summer, just six. 

Sgt Shannaghan added: “Patrols are a 
reassurance and create community links 
with the youths in the area.” 

As part of the continuing Safer 6 crack¬ 
down on crime an extra 28 officers were on 
patrol in Smethwick this week. 


Drug addict lied about 
cancer victim to get 
cash in name of charity 


A DRUG addict who bullied 
Black Country residents out of 
cash whil pretending he was col¬ 
lecting for Cancer Research has 
been put behind bars - for two 
weeks. 

Anthony Darby knocked on doors in 
the Tividale area and lied to people 
that he had a relative who suffered 
with the disease to get sympathy, 
Sandwell Magistrates Court heard. 

He carried a sponsorship form with him 
and launched the scam to fund his drug 
habit. 

Last week the 27-year-old, of Darbys Hill 
Road in Tividale, was jailed for a fortnight. 

Prosecutor Miss Kelly Hale told the court 
police rumbled the defendant after a man in 
Hoylake Drive, Tividale, called 999 to say 
the defendant had knocked on his door 
asking for money on October 14. 

Another woman told police she had been 
intimidated into giving cash when Darby 
knocked on her door on the same day. 

Miss Hale said Darby had claimed he was 
collecting money for a family member with 
breast cancer. 


Darby was arrested and was found with 
£4 in his possession. 

At the time he was subject to a commu¬ 
nity order imposed for a burglary. 

Mr Ranjit Sandhu, defending, told the 
court his client had a drug problem, con¬ 
suming £50 worth of drugs daily. 

He said, on the day in question, he had 
decided to knock on doors to try and get 
money for drugs. 

He said his client’s actions were down to 
“stupidity and a lack of thinking.” He 
stressed it was a low value fraud. 

Shocking 

Darby, who has worked as a plasterer, 
admitted two counts of fraud by false repre¬ 
sentation. 

Sentencing the defendant, bench chair¬ 
man Ann King said: “We felt this was 
extremely serious. You tried to get money 
out of people in the name of charity and that 
has a shocking effect on people who are col¬ 
lecting for that charity genuinely.” 

Cancer Research UK spokesman Paula 
Young said: “We rely on the good will of 
members of the public to fund our life¬ 
saving work. 

Incidents like this are damaging to not 
only ourselves but to other charities.”

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Parents fear 
release of 
violent son 

A TERRIFIED couple plan to move away from 
their Sandwell home of 25 years and change their 
surname to stop their violent son finding them. 

Christoper Gibbons is serving a seven year jail term for 
a horrifying attack on his parents and brother. 

He stabbed his older brother Gavin in the liver so hard 
that the blade of the steak knife he used snapped off. It had 
to be removed by surgeons in an emergency operation, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court heard. 

The 34-year-old punched his father Stephen up to 20 
times in the head before slapping his mother Verna, pros¬ 
ecutor Mr Mark Rees, told the court. 

Gibbons lived with his parents and had subjected them 
to “verbal and mental torture” while prowling round the 
house late at night armed with a knife. 

Mr Rees continued: “His mother says that she and her 
husband will have to change name and move from their 
home of 25 years. There is extreme concern over what may 
happen when this man is released.” 

Bill 

Violence flared at the home in Hamilton Road in Warley 
late on April 20 after Gibbons had drunk vodka and red 
wine. 

An earlier angry exchange with his father over a vet’s bill 
for their pet dog had prompted worried brother Kevin to 
return to the family home. 

Unemployed Gibbons burst out of his bedroom armed 
with the knife and stabbed his brother, who had banged on 
his door. He then repeatedly punched their father after he 
came to find out what was happening and then slapped 
their mother, Mr Rees said. 

Mr Sham Misra, defending, said that Gibbons had a 
great deal of affection for his mother and brother but there 
were issues with his father stemming from a “lack of affec¬ 
tion”. 

Gibbons admitted wounding with intent and assault and 
was jailed for seven years. He will be on licence for an 
extended period on his eventual release. 

Judge John Wait issued an indefinite restraining order 
forbidding Gibbons from having any contact with his 
family and banning him from going within 200 yards of any 
property where they were living.

TRADERS affected by recent roadworks in 
Bearwood could be entitled to compensation to 
cover their losses, it has emerged. 

Businesses have claimed trade has dropped by up 
to half since a scheme to repair ageing water pipes 
started. 

But South Staffs Water, which is masterminding the 
roadworks, has now said that traders could be entitled to 
make claims for compensation for money that has been 
lost. 

The repair scheme is due to come to an end in early 
November. 

A letter sent to traders from South Staffs Water’s direc¬ 
tor of finance Philip Saynor, states: “To estimate for the 
loss of trade we usually ask for a weekly sales profile for 
the two months prior to the disruption and a weekly profile 
of sales during the disruption. 

“If a business is seasonal then we would also ask for sales 
for the same period of the previous year.” 

It adds: “Once satisfied, we will then calculate any com¬ 
pensation based on loss of gross profit and not sales.” 

Complete 

The road will be closed at the junction of Sandon Road 
and Bearwood Road during the remaining days of October 
into the first week in November. 

Traffic will be redirected around St Mary’s Road and 
Wigorn Road, as well as Church Road, Stanhope Road and 
Thimblemill Road. 

Richard Marshall, spokesman for Bearwood Traders 
Association, said the compensation scheme was welcomed 
by struggling traders. 

He added: “I think it is beneficial in many respects that 
the scheme is in place this year.” 

Ex-partner clung 
on as car sped off

bonnet has avoided a jail term.

She asked him: “Do I deserve this?” and 20-year-old 
Aylett demanded she move out of the road. Then he revved 
the engine and drove the car towards her. 

Braked 

He rounded corners at speed and braked sharply in a bid 
to shake his ex-girlfriend, the mother of his baby, off the 
car, prosecutor Mr David Lees told Wolverhampton Crown 
Court last week. 

A badly-shaken Miss Roberts finally slid off the bonnet 
when the car came to a halt on a car park. She was left 
extremely scared and her hand and legs were red from 
gripping onto the car. 

Aylett admitted danger¬ 
ous driving and also assault 
by beating and was placed 
on a year’s supervision and 
ordered to pay £250 costs. 

He was also disqualified 
from driving for a year.

KIDNEY patient Steve Wor¬ 
thington is being given the gift of 
life by his partner Leanne Naylor. 

The 33-year-old from Wednesbury 
has relied on a renal dialysis machine 
for the past eight years. 

Suffering from kidney failure, his 
condition has meant he gets tired 
quickly has to watch what he eats and 
drinks and had to give up his job. But 
now he is looking forward to getting 
his life back after his partner offered 
to donate her kidney. 

“There are no words I can use to 
thank Leanne enough,” said the 
father-of-three, from Bassett Road. “It 
is the biggest thing anyone could ever 
give me. 

“For the past eight years my life has 
been put on hold. I have had to watch 
what I eat and drink, I haven’t been 
able to work or go on holiday. 

“When I went on the organ register 
I was never optimistic, not even at the 
start. I had come to terms with the fact 


rest of my life. Now finally I can get my 
life back.” 

Mr Worthington was rushed to 
Sandwell Hospital in 2003 after he got 
a severe pain in his back and his renal 
problem was discovered. 

Mr Worthington has been with Miss 
Naylor, aged 24, since 2003 and the 
pair are due to marry in January. 

She had offered to donate her 
kidney back in 2007 but the plan was 
called off after their son, Lewis, was 
born with kidney problems and it was 
thought she might have to give him 
the organ. But the youngster has now 
been given the all clear. 

“Steven has been on dialysis since 
we first started going out, so I have 
never seen him without it,” she said. 
“But I’m not just doing it for him - I’m 
doing it for the family. Lewis is three- 
years-old now and I want him to have 
a father who can play with him.” 

The operation is due to go ahead 
next month.

The attack left victim Lee Guest 
with a fractured jaw, bruises all over 
his body and a severed nerve, resulting 
in permanent numbness in his lower 
lip. 

Half-brothers Stephen Stevens, 23, 
Dwain Smith, 18, and an unidentified third 
man, called on Mr Guest in the early hours 
of the morning on March 12 after Smith had 
been involved in an argument the night 
before. 

Stevens shouted at Mr Guest to let him in 
to the Greenland Street property and when 
he did Stevens and the third man attacked 
him. 

Miss Siobhan Collins, prosecuting, at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court, said: “Mr 
Stevens leaned into the hallway and 
punched him in the left hand side of his 
face. 


“Mr Stevens continued to punch him two 
or three times. Mr Stevens kicked him as 
one would kick a football. Mr Guest curled 
up into a foetal position and Mr Stevens 
kicked him a further four or five times.” 

Mr Guest has had two metal plates 
inserted in his jaw as a result of the beating. 

Stevens, of Hickman Road, Tipton, 
admitted aggravated burglary, unlawful 
wounding and assault by beating. 

Wounding 

Smith, of Lawn Road, Tipton, was 17 
when the attack took place, but turned 18 
during court proceedings. He admitted 
unlawful wounding. 

Miss Sarah-Jayne Buckingham, defend¬ 
ing Stevens, said he had a long record but 
was maturing and had to start to make an 
effort to educate himself. 

Mr Jon Roe, defending Smith, said: “He 
accepts that he was the catalyst.” 

Judge Amjad Nawaz last week sentenced 
Stevens to five years and five months in jail, 
and Smith to 26 months detention.

A MAN from Smethwick 
who committed a string of 
sex attacks on a girl that 
started more than 25 years 
ago has been jailed for six- 
and-a-half years. 

Philip Painter, of Beakes 
Road, must register as a sex 
offender for the rest of his 
life after the offences, Judge 
John Wait said at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court.

Painter, aged 58, pleaded 
guilty to four charges of 
indecent assault and two of 
having unlawful sex with a 
child under 16. 


More businesses 
are going bust 

BUSINESSES are feeling the pressure in the West Mid¬ 
lands, as new figures show a sharp increase in the number 
of companies going to the wall. 

Business failures - which includes firms shutting down 
or going into administration — rose 19.7 per cent in the 
West Midlands in the last three months compared to the 
same time a year ago, with 783 companies across the 
region going out of business. Nationally, a 20 per cent surge 
in failures has taken figures close to their worst peak in the 
spring of 2009, as the credit crunch began to bite. 

Collapse 

The worst hit areas have been retail, with the collapse of 
chains such as TJ Hughes, and construction with the most 
recent big name casualty being Staffordshire building 
company Linford Group, which went into administration 
with the loss of 240 jobs. 

The failure figures from corporate information group 
Equifax show 7,994 businesses were went to the wall 
nationwide in the third quarter of this year — the highest 
number for more than 12 months.

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Man jailed over gang’s 
metal raid on school 


A FORMER scrap 
metal dealer who 
broke into a Black 
Country school 

looking for metal to 
sell to fund his drink¬ 
ing has been put 
behind bars. 

Wayne Hales, aged 29, 
was one of a group of men 
who targeted St 
Michael’s School in 
Rowley Regis in an early 
morning raid.

The school suffered 
£10,000 damage, with 
electrical cables left 
hanging from the ceiling, 
after the raid. 

There were also gaps 
where piping had been torn 
out and insulation was left 
strewn across the floor. 

Hales, formerly of Warner 
Road, Wednesbury, was last 
week jailed for 16 weeks 
while two others, Duncan 
Priest and Jason Ford, both 
from Dudley, received com¬ 
munity sentences. 

Helicopter 

Sandwell Magistrates 
heard a police helicopter 
was deployed to the school 
between 1.45am and 
1.50am on August 3 after 
residents called 999 to say 
they could see torch lights 
and hear the sound of metal 
being cut at the Curral Road 
school. 

Using heat seeking 
cameras, police found the 
three defendants hiding 
behind a bush. 

Hales was found with a 
small bag of cannabis while 


Priest was found with a 
torch and keys to a Citroen 
van parked near the school. 
Police also recovered two 
bags containing tools and 
torches. 

The court heard Hales, 
who had pleaded guilty to 
burglary with intent to steal 
and possession of a class B 
drug at an earlier hearing, 
had a number of previous 
convictions - the last being 
for dishonesty in 2008. 

Mr Ranjit Sandhu, 
defending, said: ^‘In the past 
he has had issues with 
drink and this was to 
finance his habit.” 

Ford, 39, of Gill Street in 
Netherton, and Priest, 41, of 
Darby End Road, both 
admitted burglary with 
intent to steal. 

Chairman of the bench 
Ian Collett told Hales: 
“Because of your extensive 
record of dishonesty, only 
custody is appropriate.” 

Both Ford and Priest 
received 12 month commu¬ 
nity orders and were each 
ordered to pay £85 costs. 
Priest was ordered to do 120 
hours unpaid work 


Parkinson’s 

potential 

treatment 

RESEARCH has started 
at Aston University to 
investigate how a small 
amount of a common sleep¬ 
ing tablet may be a poten¬ 
tial treatment for people 
recently diagnosed with 
Parkinson’s. 

The research is funded by 
leading research charity 
Parkinson’s UK, which has 
awarded Dr Ian Stanford a 
grant of nearly £180,000. 

Dr Stanford and his 
research team believe that 
the sleeping tablet zolpidem 
could potentially be used to 
make an earlier diagnosis of 
Parkinson’s, because of the 
effect it has on changing 
electrical rhythms in the 
brain. 

Tree of hope 
forfoodbank 

PLANS have been 
unveiled for a tree of hope in 
to raise money for West 
Bromwich foodbank. 

Under the scheme, people 
will pay to sponsor a decora¬ 
tion on a Christmas tree, 
which will be erected in 
Wednesbury town centre. 

Similar fundraising trees 
are put up in Tipton and 
Blackheath on an annual 
basis but this will be the 
first time one in Wednes¬ 
bury. It comes as the 
number of people using the 
foodbank at Elim Commu¬ 
nity Church has rocketed. It 
had 2,000 users from April

Internet council meetings 
put on hold due to cuts 


PLANS to broadcast council meet¬ 
ings in Sandwell online have been put 
on hold. 

The borough council was considering 
plans to show meetings live over the inter¬ 
net and had initially hoped the technology 
could be in place to allow the first meetings 
to be screened before Christmas. 

However, the plans are now being put on 
hold, and the authority is instead focussing 
on using free-to-use social media websites 
such as Twitter to broadcast information to 
the public. 

The move is due to the need to make 
savings. Sandwell Council leader Council¬ 


lor Darren Cooper confirmed: “We’re 
having to prioritise this against budget 
reductions.” 

In Dudley the council is set to broadcast 
live to residents’ homes for the first time in 
a new online trial. 

Streamed 

Video streamed from the council chamber 
would be available on Dudley Council’s 
website at the full council meeting on 
November 28 under the plans. 

Walsall Council is also considering live 
streaming of meetings on the internet. 
Wolverhampton City Council has no plans 
to broadcast meetings on the internet. 
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Fresh fears over red light crossing 


RESIDENTS have raised fresh 
fears about a new pedestrian cross¬ 
ing in Old Hill - the first of its kind 
in the Midlands. 

The scheme features traffic 
lights that stay on red unless the 
oncoming car is going at or below 
the 30mph speed limit. But resi¬ 
dents have branded the innovative 
crossing in Garratts Lane a danger¬ 
ous waste of money. They say the 
changes could in fact cause a crash. 


Lee Bromley, 38, of nearby 
Harvest Road, said: “We want the 
lights back to their original setting. 
I watched the crossing for half an 
hour the other day and watched car 
after car go through the red light.” 

Speeding 

Council worker Glen Gregory, 
whose house in Cross Close backs 
on to Garratts Lane, said the road 
was plagued by speeding drivers 


and admitted something needed to 
be done but the red lights were not 
the answer. 

“This will do no good at all,” said 
the 42-year-old. “At night when it’s 
dark, drivers don’t care if the lights 
are on red, they just go straight 
through them. Someone could get 
taken out because they think it’s 
safe to cross when it’s not.” 

Sandwell Council spent £400 to 
adjust the crossing. It functions as a 


normal crossing during the day and 
adopts the traffic calming setting in 
the evening. The decision to alter it 
was made after residents com¬ 
plained about speeding. 

Councillor Derek Rowley said: 
“We needed to find a way to help 
local residents whose lives were 
being made a misery by speeding 
motorists.” 

He said the effect would be moni¬ 
tored at the end of the year. 


Principal leads academy move 


A NEW principal has been appointed at Heathfield Founda¬ 
tion Technology Collegeas it moves towards academy status. 

The Cradley Heath school was told to improve by Ofsted in 
January. This summer inspectors found good progress under 
acting principal Phillip Weale. Next year the school is due to 
become an academy sponsored by the Ormiston Trust, a 
charity which aims to improve prospects for young people. 

Andrew Burns, currently associate principal of Hodge Hill 
Sports and Enterprise College in Birmingham, has been 
chosen to take on leadership of the school in Wrights Lane in 
January. He previously had senior roles at Wodensborough 
Community Technology College in Wednesbury, Lordswood 
Girls’ School and Hartshill School in Warwickshire.

“I think I will have to chop these ones up before I give them 
away, and some will be going in the pot.” 


Widow launches legal action 
against hit-and-run driver 


THE widow of a Tividale grandfa¬ 
ther is launching a civil action against 
the hit-and-run driver who killed him, 
as she spoke of her heartache at losing 
her “soul mate”. 

David Rudge died of complications to 
injuries he sustained after his motorcycle 
was hit head-on by an X-Type Jaguar 
being driven by hair salon boss Clive 
Robinson, of Brierley Hill. 

Robinson, aged 47, was on the way back home 
from a night out at 5.30am when his black Jag 
drifted on to the wrong side of the road and hit 
the 750cc Yamaha Virago being ridden by 57- 
year-old Mr Rudge on his way to work at Metal 
Sections in Oldbury. 

Robinson left the scene of the crash, in 
Portway Road, Oldbury, without stopping but 
was traced by police ten days later. 

Mr Rudge suffered a broken leg and died 
eight days after the collision from a blood clot 
triggered by the injury. Tests showed that Mr 
Rudge, of Hawfield Road, Tividale, was blame¬ 
less for the April 9 crash 

Last week Robinson started a two-year jail 
sentence and Mr Rudge’s widow Kath said: “I 
find it very difficult to forgive him after he 
behaved with total disregard. He showed not a 
single shred of human decency by leaving the 
scene without stopping to help Dave. 

“There are still so many unanswered ques¬ 
tions about the circumstances of the collision. 
Why he was on the wrong side of the road and 
why he felt unable to hand himself into the 
police much earlier. Dave was a fantastic role 
model for his four kids, stepchildren and grand¬ 


children who idolised him. He never swore or 
argued.” 

Mrs Rudge, who was married to her husband 
for 21 years, added: “He loved to ride his bike 
and had completely stripped and sprayed it last 
year but when I went to see him in hospital and 
mentioned the machine he said: ‘No more. 
Never again’ which was very sad because the 
crash had taken away his enjoyment. 

“We were making plans for retirement and 
thinking of buying a camper van and just 
heading off together. 

“The man who did this has taken my soul 
mate — my future—but somehow we need to find 
the strength to move on with our lives. 

“There is not a minute of the day when we do 
not miss Dave and grieve his loss.” 

Lost 

The family’s solicitor Miss Rebecca Hearsey, 
said: “Now that criminal proceedings have been 
concluded, it is important that we pursue a sep¬ 
arate civil case to provide some degree of finan¬ 
cial security for those left behind.” 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
Robinson had lost concentration while driving. 

Mr Mark Phillips, prosecuting, said that 
after the collision another motorist had a near 
miss with Robinson’s car. Robinson drove to 
Brierley Hill and left his vehicle in a car park. 

Ms Sarah Buckingham, defending, said 
Robinson had only had two cans of beer during 
a night out in Birmingham and insisted he was 
neither over the drink-drive limit nor speeding. 

Robinson, of Stourbridge Road, Brierley Hill, 
admitted death by dangerous driving and 
failing to stop. Robinson, of Stourbridge Road, 
was also banned from driving for four years .

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Social work laptops 
move to cost €500k 


CASH-STRAPPED Sandwell Council 
will spend almost half a million pounds 
on laptops for social workers with adult 
patients, in a bid to cut costs by reducing 
the time spent making assessments. 

It is part of a £1.6 million programme of 
planned technology projects to improve the 
service. The authority must make cuts of £75 
million over the next four years and is slash¬ 
ing at least 500 jobs, but the finance boss is 
set to approve the new projects. 

A report to be considered by Sandwell’s 
cabinet member for strategic resources, 
Councillor Steve Eling on Thursday said the 
council has received £1.89 million of capital 
grants from the Department of Health to 
deliver adult social care services. 

Travel 

Adult Social Care has developed a range of 
projects which will make use of technology to 
enable more efficient service delivery. 

The proposed projects at an estimated cost 
of £1.565 million can be fully funded from 
available capital funding resources. 

The projects include £490,000 to be spent 
on laptops with built-in 3G to enable staff to 
complete assessments and case work and 
send emails without having to travel back 
and forth from the office, while £140,000 will 
be spent on Telecare - a virtual system which 
staff can use to talk with and see patients via 
a computer. 

A further £395,000 would be spent on the 
roll-out of a new web-based software system. 

Edna Hall, spokeswoman for Unison, said: 
“If it is something that aids the work of social 
workers then we would support that.”

Drug farm 
men sent 
to prison 

TWO Vietnamese men 
who were found cultivating 
cannabis plants in a West 
Bromwich factory unit have 
been jailed for 22 months. 

Police found Chau Tran 
and Khuong Ho at Izons 
Industrial Estate, Oldbury 
Road, in August. All eight of 
the unit’s rooms were filled 
with nearly 1,000 plants. 

They admitted producing 
Class B drugs when they 
appeared at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court last week. 

Miss Rhiannon Jones, 
prosecuting, said the man, 
of no fixed address, were in 
the country illegally. 

Tran, aged 51, had been 
promised £800 a month to 
tend to the plants, while Ho, 
34, had been told he would 
be given £1,200 a month. 

Both had not received any 
money as their employers 
said they would provide bed 
and board and pay them at 
the end of the year. 

Mr Mohammed Nasser, 
defending Tran, said: “He 
arrived in the UK with a 
desire to improve his finan¬ 
cial circumstances and 
those of his dependent 
family.” 

Mr Shiva Misra, defend¬ 
ing Ho, said he also had a 
family in Vietnam. He said: 
“He accepts that he did 
effectively carry out the 
employment by watering 
the plants on a daily basis.”

The changing 
face of Tipton 


ONCE described as the 
“quintessence of the Black 
Country” by the Shell 
Guide to Staffordshire, 
Tipton has always been 
known as a place of iron, 
coal and industry. 

Describing the view of 
Tipton from Dudley Castle in 
1825, Reverend Luke Booker, 
Vicar of Dudley, described 
“columns of smoke, rising 
from a thousand fires, forges, 
furnaces and manufacto¬ 
ries... the whole surface of the 
earth seems, by its black and 
blasted aspect, as if war and 
devastation had recenty there 
been busy.” 

But there was always more to 
recognise the town by than facto¬ 
ries and furnaces, from the 
Edwardian brick and yellow terra¬ 
cotta library to the cobbles of 
Coppice Street. 

These cobbles which stretched 
to Owen Street were the last seen 
in Tipton, removed in the early 
1980s and re-laid in the canalside

village at Dudley’s Black Country 
Living Museum, where visitors 
and children now play the games 
popular a century earlier. 

Other features of the old town 
remain. The library funded by phi¬ 
lanthropist Andrew Carnegie and 
designed by Tipton architect 
George Wenyon still stands as a 
distinctive landmark. 

In 1906 when it opened, the red, 
black and yellow was a beacon of 
self-improvement. 

Oldest 

It’s fate was uncertain for a time 
in 2000 but it reopened as the 
Carnegie Centre in honour of its 
patron, just in time to turn 100. 

The Red Lion pub in Park Lane 
West, the town’s oldest pub dating 
back to the 1700s, is intact and 
remains the town’s oldest secular 
building. 

First recorded in 1818, the Red 
Lion was already well established 
then and was a brewery and a 
hotel during the 19th century. 

The town underwent massive 
changes in the 20th and early 21st 


century, as show by comparative 
photographs in Tipton Through 
Time by Keith Hodgkins (Amber- 
ley Publishing, paperback, 
£14.99), a fascinating selection of 
photographs tracing the town’s 
history. 

Just past Mary Mac’s fish and 
chip shop on Union Street a bridge 
crossed the Tipton Green Locks 
Canal. The waterway was closed 
in 1960 and filled in although the 
bridge could be seen for a decade 
or so afterwards. Now its a land¬ 
scaped walkway. 

Thousands of children attended 
Park Lane School during the first 
half of the 20th century. It became 
Park Lane Secondary Modern 
after the war and then an annexe 
of Alexandra High School when 
the comprehensive system was 
introduced. 

Closure and demolition ended 
90 years as a centre of education in 
the 1990s. A new era began with 
the building of the modern Victo¬ 
ria Infants School on the same 
site, which opened in 1995.

Officer 
killed In 
collision 

A MOTORCYCLIST 
killed in a crash in Birming¬ 
ham has been named as 
West Midlands Police officer 
Ramin Tolouie. 

The 40-year-old from 
Sutton Coldfield, was in col¬ 
lision with a Vauxhall Corsa 
in Sutton Road, Wylde 
Green just before 11pm on 
October 16. He was con¬ 
firmed dead at Good Hope 
Hospital. 

Mr Tolouie, known as 
Ram, was stationed at Erd- 
ington Police Station as a 
response officer for Birm¬ 
ingham North Local Polic¬ 
ing Unit. He was on his way 
home from work at the time 
of the crash. He had a wife 
and 16-year-old daughter. 

The driver of the Corsa, a 
25-year-old man from 
Sutton Coldfield, was 
arrested on suspicion of 
causing death by careless 
driving. He has been bailed. 


Petrol bomb 
and fake gun 
found in raids

Heritage watchdog 
fears for foundry site 


SMETHWICK’S Soho Foundry 
has featured in a list of under¬ 
threat historical industrial sites. 

The foundry is considered to be one of the 
most important Industrial Revolution sites 
in the world due to its significant role at the 
birth of the steam power. 


Soho Foundry on ‘at risk’ register 


It has been named by English Heritage in 
its annual Heritage At Risk register. It was 
built by Matthew Boulton and James Watt 
in Foundry Lane in 1794 for the construc¬ 
tion of their revolutionary steam engine. 
Fears have been raised about the building’s 
long-term future. The concern came as 
council bosses admitted they are struggling 
to find a use for the building, which is now 
only partly occupied. It needs repairs which 
are set to cost millions of pounds. 

Laura Wilks, of Avery Weigh-Tronix 
which owns the foundry, said: “Avery 
Weigh-Tronix has been based on the Soho 
Foundry site for more than 100 years. As a 
company that is proud of our heritage, we 
recognise the importance of Soho Foundry 
and have taken steps to help preserve these 
historic buildings.”

Fake gun discovered in 
borough drive on crime 


■stop 


AN IMITATION firearm has been recovered, tonnes of waste 
cleared from an arson blackspot and metal thieves targeted during 
the third week of a crackdown on crime in Sandwell. The Safer 6 
campaign is aimed at tackling crime and promoting a safe and clean 
borough as the nights draw in. 

The third week of the operation saw almost three tonnes worth of waste 
being cleared away from a site in Johnson Road, Wednesbury - which had 
become an arson hotspot - by three teams of offenders who are on the com¬ 
munity payback scheme. Meanwhile, a day of activity targeting metal theft 
saw police, Trading Standards and Sandwell Homes visit 17 scrap yards to 

1 check their documentation. 
Also, 30 homes were 
visited to check for breaches 
of tenancy by running busi¬ 
nesses associated with the 
removal of scarp metal. 

Elsewhere, an imitation 
firearm and a petrol bomb 
were recovered from an 
address just over the border 
in Pommel Close, Walsall, 
along with suspected class A 
drugs. 

In Walsall Street, 
Wednesbury, firefighters 
and police conducted road 
safety checks on vehicles 
and gave warnings or fixed 
penalty notices to motorists 
who were not wearing seat 
belts, seven warrants were 
executed by police to find 
drugs and stolen property. 

A substantial quantity of 
class A and B drugs, an imi¬ 
tation firearm, a petrol 
bomb, cash, three vehicles 
and stolen optical equip¬ 
ment were seized. 

Seven people were 
arrested and inquiries are 
continuing, while offenders 
improved an area of King 
Street, Wednesbury, by 
clearing litter and cutting 
back overgrown foliage. 

Martin Walton, commu¬ 
nity payback unit manager 
in West Bromwich, said con¬ 
cerns over Johnson Road 
had been raised by the fire 
service and the council’s 
neighbourhood manager. 


‘Madness’ of 
the no-! 
hospital bus 

CAMPAIGNERS are furious over the 
failure of a bus service from Wednesbury to 
stop at Walsall Manor Hospital after it was 
set up to drop passengers at the site. 

There was a three-year battle to bring back 
the 639 bus service which used to stop there 
- culminating in a successful 120-name peti¬ 
tion supporting the service and a motion 
being tabled in the Commons by MP Valerie 
Vaz. Bus operator National Express West 
Midlands brought back the service in July 
and renumbered it the 38. 

It follows a route from Wednesbury and 
Darlaston, but does not stop at the hospital in 
Pleck Road because a red route was intro¬ 
duced there earlier this year, preventing 
vehicles from stopping. 

Darlaston South ward Councillor Graham 
Wilkes said the popular service was dropping 
passengers heading for the hospital several 
hundred yards away in Bridgeman Street, 
leaving pensioners to face an uphill walk. 

Councillor Wilkes said: “This is a ridicu¬ 
lous situation. It is pure madness. How can 
we have a bus service which is not stopping 
where the passengers want to go?” Some pas¬ 
sengers had been shouting at the drivers, 
trying to get them to stop. 

Centro, the West Midlands Passenger 
Authority, said it was investigating the com¬ 
plaints and Jack Kelly, spokesman for the 
operator, said: “We will be looking into it.”

Temple to gain roof 
with £5m extension 


A ROOF is set to be added to a land¬ 
mark Smethwick temple as part of a £5 
million extension. 

The steel framework is almost in place. 
Soon work will start on putting up the roof 
and bricking up the walls of the Guru Nanak 
Gurdwara. 

Fundraising is now taking place for the 
second phase of the development in the 
town’s High Street, which will see a further 
£2.5m spent. Midlands-based contractor 
Thomas Vale Construction is carrying out the 
project which will change the face of the 
building. 

The extension is being built next door to 
the temple on the site of the former Princes 
Cinema, which was demolished in 2009. 

One of the country’s oldest Sikh temples, it 
will be revamped to include a 600-seat dining 
room, wedding hall, lecture theatre and 
classrooms. 

There will also be a roof garden and living 
accommodation for about four priests. 

Wolverhampton-based Reade Buray Asso¬ 
ciates is designing and project managing the 
redevelopment, which is taking place in two 
phases. 

The first has seen the demolition of part of 
the building to construct a new kitchen and 
community dining hall on the ground floor. 

The first floor will have improved wedding 
facilities and the second floor will have class¬ 
rooms, a lecture theatre and a library. The 
work is expected to be completed next spring. 

The second phase will be confirmed later. 

Temple spokesman Gurinder Singh Josan, 
said: “The steel frame is now being put up so 
you can see the skyline is changing now. That 
will take another two to three weeks before 
the steelwork is up, and then they will put the 
roof on and start bricking up the walls. 

“It will be completed in June next year and 
it is all pretty much on track.” 

Beauty spot cash plea 

A BID for funding to improve a Smethwick 
beauty spot is set to be made on Thursday. 
Friends of Thimblemill Brook wants to apply 
for £19,925 from the Ibstock Cory Environ¬ 
ment to spruce up the area. It will be spent on 
a landscaping project, Enhancing Thim¬ 
blemill Brook. Sandwell Council finance chief 
Councillor Steve Eling will be asked to 
support the bid as the authority will be acting 
as accountable body for the application.

New Suzuki Bandit 
is made for pleasure 


IT DIDN’T take long for the Bandit to steal my motorcycling heart: Just a few miles with this latest 
1,250cc model from the Suzuki gang was enough, writes John Griffiths. 

You ride a big, lazy wave of torque from low revs, in the manner of big capacity touring machines at twice 
the £7,045 price. 

Yet despite its size, the new Bandit is wonderfully agile, ready to be flicked left or right like a dedicated sports 
bike, more with a thought than any physical effort. 

It’s quick yet comfortable, a mile-muncher that doesn’t leave older riders like me with aching wrists and back after a run 
to the coast. For many, the new Bandit is all the bike you’ll ever need. With a little under 10Obhp, the Bandit 1250 isn’t the 
most powerful but it is among the most useable. 

With its engine tuned for torque at low revs rather than screaming power, a slight twist of the throttle will see you safety 
past traffic without the need to change down, and help cut your journey time without risking your licence. 

Smoother 


A computer-controlled, secondary throttle valve works in conjunction with the rider’s hand on the twist grip, providing a 
smoother flow of power and torque and reducing the tendency to jerkiness familiar with earlier fuel injection systems. 

A small technical point, but in everyday use it enhances the expensive tourer feel of this new Suzuki. 

The Bandit has a relatively short wheelbase for a large capacity machine and excellent balance makes it a nimble machine 
too, easy and fun on twisty roads. It feels much tighter and lighter than many of its rivals. 

It’s comfortable, too, with no aches or pains in these old bones to report even after 200 miles of A and B roads in the 
saddle. And it returned a respectable 46mpg, too. 

For these with shorter legs, the new seat can be lowered 
by some 20mm. 

This latest version of the ubiquitous Bandit has a number 
of changes, mainly styling, to give it an edgier, almost futur¬ 
istic look now de rigueur among the ‘street’ or naked bike set. 

Most noticeable are the black engine, the reshaped head¬ 
lamp, new rear lights, improved frame and the instruments: a 
big digital LCD speedo, clock, fuel and gear indicator along¬ 
side the traditional analogue rev counter. 

The muffler design is new, too, and the exhaust system 
includes some new technology to cut C02 emissions. 

The six-speed gear box is particularly slick and positive, 
and the brakes are smoothly powerful, complementing the 
bike’s performance potential. Oddly, though, an anti-lock 
braking system is only available on the £7,555 SA version. 

Popular 

I would give this bike a nine out of 10 score: it might well 
have been ten had it not been a naked machine. 

Popular as they are, I’m not really a fan of unfaired 
machines -1 had a 600 Bandit of my own some years ago and 
quickly added a small after-market fly screen to deflect the 
wind pressure. 

To be fair, this wasn’t a real problem on my seaside trip but 
then I was blessed with fine weather and no long motorway 
run where unfaired bikes can be tiring. 

With the standard 1250 costing a very reasonable £7,045, 

I would certainly invest another £510 for the 1250SA, with its 
screen and bikini fairing. 

The Bandit has been a top-selling model in the Suzuki 
range for some years now, and has evolved to more than 
keep pace with its competitors. This latest model, with its 
smooth power and nimble handling shouldn’t disappoint 
either tourer or sports bike aficionados. And its value for 
money price tag will certainly appeal to both.

Author’s dedication to beloved club 


D ARLASTON Town are 
having a torrid time at 
the moment as they prop 
up the West Midlands League 
Premier Division. Life at the 
Black Country club has not 
always been so tough and the 
team has had plenty of success 
over the years. 

Anew book by long-time fan Neil 
Chambers, detailing the history of 
the club, is due to be published on 
November 7. It charts every major 
event in its history, spanning more 
than 130 years. 

Chambers, of Norton Canes, said: 
“When I started my research I had no 
idea myself of the history of the club. It 
was just something that interested me 
and was a labour of love. 

Pigeons 

“I have found out that the club has a 
fantastic history and along the way. 

I have met some wonderful people 
who have memories of Darlaston Town 
FC.” 

The book which is packed with facts, 
figures, 100s of photographs and 
stories, looks back to when the club was 
formed and recounts tales of some foot¬ 
balling legends, all of whom have 
played a part in the history of “Dario”, 
including Sir Stanley Matthews, John 


The History of Darlaston Town 
FC, to be published next month, 
is a labour of love for long-time 
supporter Neil Chambers 


Charles, Bert Williams and Derek 
Dougan. The book also features Jack 
Burkitt, a favourite son of Darlaston. 

After a two-year spell at Town, 
Burkitt signed for Nottingham Forest 
and skippered them at Wembley to 
their only FA Cup Final win — against 
Luton Town in 1959. 

In the 1940s, as recounted to the 
author by Jack Burkitt’s brother Bill, 
pigeons were used to relay the scores of 
Darlaston matches to their father, who 
ran family pub The Jollier Collier, in 
Meeting Street, Wednesbury. 

The book also includes the story of 
the proud day Jack brought the FA Cup 
back to Wednesbury to show his in¬ 
laws. 

What is perhaps remarkable is that 
Darlaston had four other FA Cup 
winners who have played for them, as 
have two England internationals, a 
Welsh international and an England 
skipper. For a club of its size and 
stature no other can boast such impres¬ 
sive credentials, Chambers said. 

Another fact is that 44 players have 
played for them and subsequently 
played in the Football League, and 71 
players have played in the Football 


League before joining Darlaston. The 
book includes a short biography of all 
115 players who have played for Dar¬ 
laston and have appeared in the Foot¬ 
ball League including at such 
illustrious clubs as Manchester 
United, Arsenal, Spurs, Aston Villa 
and Wolves. 

One game against Villa was aban¬ 
doned due to crowd trouble, and com¬ 
plaints were made to the FA by 
opposition clubs when the pitch was 
deemed a yard too narrow and the 
goals an inch too small. 

Chairman 

Town even played one game with 
blue goalposts and blue lines. 

Chambers said: ‘You cannot make 
some of this up. If anything could go 
wrong in a game of football then you 
can be pretty sure it has involved Dar¬ 
laston Town.” 

The book is not confined to just 
looking at players. Over the years, the 
club has been helped by hundreds of 
committee men and women without it 
would not exist today. 

People such as former chairman 
Frank Stead and club president Sir 
Alfred Owen, the Rubery Owen indus¬ 
trialist, both spent more than 20 years 
serving Darlaston Town.

MAGIC MOMENT 
MAKES MERRY 


ASTON VILLA 1 WEST BROMWICH ALBION 2 

ONE moment of Paul Scharner magic ended 32 
years of waiting for Albion. And as the celebratory 
haze lifted, Baggies fans could dream of an exciting 
new era. 

Amid controversy and anger, Scharner became the 
first Albion player for more than three decades to become 
a league match-winner at Villa Park. 

And the 2,600 travelling supporters who revelled in the 
moment of history departed with genuine belief that they had 
witnessed a shift in the tectonic plates of West Midlands foot¬ 
ball. However, no-one at The Hawthorns will get carried away. 

Recent history, extra spending power and more star names 
means Villa’s place as the region’s flagship Premier League club 
is probably secure, for the immediate future at least. 

But a first league success on claret and blue territory since 
1979 proved to the Baggies beyond doubt that the gap has closed 
significantly. 

A second derby-day triumph in just seven days leaves Albion’s 
supporters with ultimate West Midlands bragging rights for at 
least the next four months. 

And the nature of their victories, first over Wolves at The 
Hawthorns and then, momentously against Villa away, leaves 
the Baggies faithful rightly excited about their improving posi¬ 
tion in the region’s footballing food-chain. 

Beating Wolves was pleasing, especially as Roy Hodgson’s 
men did it with a style and poise that Mick McCarthy’s laboured 
side struggled to match. 

But Saturday’s deserved success at Villa Park was arguably 
even more significant for Hodgson and his men, given Villa’s 
largely unchallenged pre-eminence over their local rivals for a 
couple of decades. 

Largely 

While Alex McLeish and the Villa faithful will cry foul over the 
red card for Chris Herd that left them disadvantaged for almost 
an hour, Hodgson and Co can point with some justification to the 
composure and class with which they capitalised on the 
favourable cards they were dealt. 

When the numbers were even, Albion largely held their own. 
And once Villa were deprived of Herd for a kick out off the ball 
at Jonas Olsson 11 minutes before half-time, the visitors were 
utterly ruthless. 

It was a performance that said much for the steady measured 
progress the Baggies have made in recent years while Villa have 
witnessed the anti-climactic end of Martin O’Neill, the ill-fated 
flirtation with Gerard Houllier and the underwhelming start of 
McLeish’s reign. 

Faced with such a difficult start to the season, previous Albion 
sides might have crumbled in the face of an inferiority complex. 
And hit by a 1-0 deficit at an arena like Villa Park, they might 
have been undone by self-doubt. 

But this Baggies outfit is different, and approached Satur¬ 
day’s early setback just as they confronted the troubled opening 
to their campaign - with calm and a clarity of purpose that 
spreads from the head coach’s office. 

The composure and belief in their own talent came to the fore 
again on Saturday and saw them emerge from an ill-tempered 
derby as worthy winners. 

They are characteristics not always associated with Albion in 
the Premier League, but they are traits first seen fleetingly

under Tony Mowbray encouraged by Roberto Di Matteo and 
finally fixed in place by Hodgson. So while the dismissal of Herd 
and the numerical advantage inevitably aided the Baggies’ 
cause on Saturday, the encouraging signs of the previous 34 
minutes suggested they were already on course to push their 
under-performing hosts all the way. 

The early ‘treatment’ handed out to Shane Long, culminating 
in a horrid two-footed lunge from Alan Hutton that amazingly 
went unpunished, raised the temperature and appeared to 
increase the determination in the Baggies ranks. 

They survived one scare early on when Darren Bent missed a 
fabulous chance for Villa, but the only other chance the hosts got 
was the one the Baggies handed to them when Ben Foster and 
Steven Reid’s mix-up allowed Bent to convert a penalty. 

Level 

But by the time Olsson headed the Baggies level from a Chris 
Brunt corner before the break, they were well on top. 

And when Scharner converted another Brunt flag-kick to seal 
the points with a stunning half-volley, they had the hosts 
hanging on. 

For Hodgson there was anger. For McLeish there was confu¬ 
sion. But for the travelling fans there was only joy. 

After the fury over Long’s injury and the controversy sur¬ 
rounding Herd’s red card has died down, memories of 
Scharner’s brilliant winner and the post-match celebrations 
will live on for Albion supporters. 

Because Saturday was the day they finally left their previ¬ 
ously dominant and elevated West Midlands neighbours with a 
bloody nose.

Long could 
be out for 
six weeks 
after tackle 

SHANE Long could face up to six 
weeks on the sidelines after a scan on 
confirmed the extent of the knee injury 
he suffered at Villa. 

Long was forced to leave the field in the 
19th minute after a challenge by Alan 
Hutton eight minutes earlier. 

The force of the tackle resulted in the 
Republic of Ireland international suffering 
severe bone bruising, and a small bone 
chip, inside his right knee. 

Manager Roy Hodgson branded the 
tackle “wicked”. 

The controversial tackle, which went 
unpunished even with a free-kick by 
referee Phil Dowd, marred an historic 
victory for the Baggies, who won a league 
game at Villa Park for the first time in 32 
years. 

Villa were upset by Chris Herd’s contro¬ 
versial red card but Hodgson focussed on 
Hutton’s actions and fumed: “I thought it 
was a wicked challenge. 

“If people are going to complain about red 
cards they should be looking very carefully 
because a challenge like that seriously 
endangers a player’s limbs. 

“We don’t know yet and we will have to 
wait for the outcome of scans but the only 
positive thing we can say is that he hasn’t 
got two broken bones in his leg, which is the 
most likely outcome of a challenge like 
that.” 

Long played on briefly and walked 
unaided to the team coach after the game 
with physios ruling out cruciate ligament 
damage. 

Herd’s dismissal for an alleged stamp on 
Jonas Olsson enraged Villa fans but the 
Baggies defender, who went on to head 
their equaliser before Paul Scharner netted 
the winner, insisted he was fouled. 

“Herd kicked back and then hit me on my 
thigh,” he said. “If you ask him, he will 
think the red card is a bit harsh, but I think 
he will agree it was a foul. 

“The linesman saw it, he was in a good 
position, and decided to act on it, and credit 
to him for taking a decision like that. I don’t 
think it changed the game too much.” 

Shane targeted 
- match-winner 

DERBY-DAY match-winner Paul 
Scharner revealed his joy at clinching 
Albion’s first league win at Villa Park in 32 
years - and accused Villa of targeting 
striker Shane Long. 

The Austria international, who netted 
the second-half winner, said: ‘You could see 
especially in the first 10-15 minutes that 
Villa tried very hard to kick Shane. I think 
they got away with it and eventually Shane 
had to go off the field.” 

He added: “I was delighted to score but 
the main thing was to get the win for the 
supporters because they had to wait 32 
years for it to happen here. 

“Of course, back-to-back derby wins 
mean a lot for the club and the supporters. 

“It means a great deal. Six points from 
the last two games can kick-start our 
season because we had a difficult start.” 

We’re a Premier 
force - skipper 

ALBION captain Chris Brunt claimed 
the Baggies are becoming a “Premier 
League force” after defeating Villa seven 
days after their 2-0 success against Wolves. 

He believes Albion are growing as a top¬ 
flight side, although he played down talk of 
a West Midlands power shift. “That would 
be a big statement to make,” he said. ‘Villa 
are a massive club with a lot of history and 
a big ground with lots of fans every week. 

We’re delighted to go to places like that 
and not just make up the numbers now. 
We’re starting to establish ourselves as a 
force in the Premier League and everybody 
that plays us knows they’re going to be in a 
game and that’s a good sign for our club.”
